20.—Judge Tuthill called the Luetgert 
jury into the court at 10.30 a. m. From a 
neighboring window Juror Harley was 
seen shaking hands with the other jurors 
and it is now believed that a verdict has 
been reached. Ten minutes later the 
judge sent lor the prisoner and Luetgert 
was taken up the back elevator in the 
building into court. 


The star chamber conference in the 


oourt room was sought by the members of 
the jury. States Attorney Deenen gave 
tho tacts to,the associated press. It was 
apparent also who had been holding the 
jury. Judge Tuthill inquired it the jury i 
had any communication to make. Juror | 
Harley was on his feec in a jiffy and began j 
asking questions. He desired instruction j 
on question of fact. 
"| 


Harley wanted to know if it was possi- ; 


ble to leave out certain evidence alto- I 
gether, exclude it entirely and then con- 
sider the other evidence and make up a 
verdict from it. This query excited the 
laughter of those who were opposed to 
Harley and it wag noticeable that nine of 
the jurors laughed. 


Judge Tuthill replied that the question 


was an improper one for him to answer. 
"You have your instructions" said his 
honor. "Note the reading of them. You 
will find that nearly all of them contain 
the language 'and if after concluding all 
the evidence you find beyond a reasonable j 
doubt, etc.' 
That should be sufficient. ' 


The court cannot now instruct you upon 
a question of fact. 
You will retire to i 


your jury room and return to the further ; 
consideration of the case."

Farmers here- 
abouts are greatly interested in this action 
of the Clarksburg company and all will be 
surprised to know that the Holstein cat- 
tle are such an ancient breed. Tho Brat- 
tle, (Vt.) Phenix says: 


"Frederick L. Houghton of Putney and 


Erattieboro, editor of the Holstein-Fries- 
ian Register, and secretary of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, has 
just published a comprehensive history of 
the Holstein-Friesian breed of cattle and 
its development in America. Mr. Hough- 
ton, in his opening chapters, traces the 
history of this breed in its home in Hol- 
land among the Friesian people who 
dwelt on the shores of the North sea. Tho 
ancestry of these cattle is traced back un- 
alloyed over a period of at least 2000 years, 
as its admirers believe. The first exporta- 
tion to this country was probably made 
by the 
Holland Land company to 


its 
agent 
in 
New York 
in 
1795. 


An interesting and instructive 
chapter 


is that which describes the Dutch 
farmhouses, 
the care of 
the cattle 


by methods of scrupu'ous cleanliness, and 
the system of Dutch farming. 
The char- 


acteristics of the Holstein-Friesian biesd 
are described and discussed, and succeed- 
ing chapters give milk and butter records, 
the record of individual cows, the vaiue of 
these cattle for beef, for generrl pnrposes> 
and so on through many practical details, 
There are over 100 illustrations of famous 
representatives of this breed." 


Holstein cattle have never been very 


common in this immediate section, but 
farmers will now have an opportunity to 
learn just what they are by watching the 
Clarksburg company's experiment.

The Anniversary Celebrated by the 


Daughters of American Revolution. 


Fort Massachusetts chapter, Daughters 


ot the American Revolution, held a very 
interesting meeting Tuesday evening at 
the home of Mrs. Boas on Church street 
in celebration of the anniversary of the 
surrender of Yorktown. It was the first 
meeting held this fall and over 50 mem- 
bers were in attendance. 


The house was finely decorated with 


flags and the large parlor had been very 
appropriately fitted for the occasion by 
Mrs. Boss. The furniture, books, pic- 
tures books and ornaments were all old- 
fashioned anti perfectly in keeping with 
such an event. The pictures of George 
and Martha Washington and Alexander 
Hamilton were conspicuous. The musi- 
cal instrument was an old melodeon and a 
feature of the exercises was singing of the 
Star Spangled Banner by Mrs. Hawkins. 
Mrs. Burbank read a particularly interest' 
ing paper on the colonial flags, fac-similes 
of which, hand painted on silk, were ex- 
hibited as the rep-dlng progressed. Mrs- 
Bods made these handsome little flags and 
at the close of the reading presented 
them to the chapter. There were 13 of 
them. There were also exhibited paper 
fao-similes of the 13 different flags now in 
use in this country, in the navy. etc. 
These will be worked in silk ana pre- 
sented to the chapter. 


An interesting feature was the solving 


of 14 rebuses prepared by Mrs. Welsby. 
Each made the name of some revo- 
lutionary patriot and the work of read- 
ing them offered much amusement. The 
flag was selected by the members of the 
chapter. Among the antiquities in the 
parlor was a piece of German ware of the 
date 1615.

ART IN SCHOOLS, 


Drawing Supervisors and Teachers 


• Hold a Conference. 


The first of a series of three state insti- 


tutes for drawing supervisors and teach- 
ers was held in Springfield Tuesday under 
the direction ot the state board of educa- 
tion. Henry T. Bailey, the state super- 
visor of drawing, had charge of the 
sessions, w)hich were held in the lecture 
rooms of the art museum. There were 50 
supervisors and teachers present, and at 
the afternoon session about 250 were in 
attendance. In the smaller lecture room 
was a small exhibit of the work of the 
Springfield schools. 


Among the speeches Miss M. A. Pearson 


of the North Adams state nomal school 
discussed the subject of "Drawing in Ele- 
mentary Schools." She spoke of the con- 
ditions that limit the drawing teacher— 
the number of pupils, the lack of art edu- 
cation in the regular teacher, and other 
things that hinder the freest work. Con- 
sidering these conditions, Miss Pearsons 
took a conservative view in the matter of 
work to be done in the 
elementary 


schools. She did not think that the 
human figure should bo studied in these 
schools because she believed the average 
teacher was not qualified to criticise this 
branch of work. She would confine the 
pupils to the study of simple objects. 
Clay modeling has been discarded by Miss 
Pearson, as she believed one teacher could 
not teach drawing and moceling.
